Already 
aluminum plants with a capacity of a h alf­ 
billion pounds a y ear h ave been closed be­ 
cause th e supply of aluminum is so great. 
(3) Th e military was slow in curtailing 
civilian production. Now it is slow in letting 
th e country get back to civilian production.

(7 ) Not merely war factories but tex ­ 
tile companies made lush profits, too, as 
indicated by th e American Woolen com­ 
pany wh ich made no profit during th e base 
period before th e war, but knocked off an 
operating profit of $36,57 4,000 in 1942. 
(8 ) Again Edward G. Budd of Ph ila­ 
delph ia. th e company wh ich Senator Guf­ 
fey ch ampions so lustily during senate tax 
h earings, came in for a juicy profit.

I have sp ank ed and sp ank ed, only 
to be told by a doctor that it may 
be causing nervousness, as she is 
very nervous. Lately, when told 
to do something, she says, “No.” 
I try to p ay no attention. She has 
heard and seen other children do 
such things as lie on the floor 
and scream when they wanted 
something. She tried that, but I 
thought that called for a good 
sp ank ing, and she’s never done it 
since. But after being sp ank ed, 
she doesn’t sleep . So I try not to 
sp ank more than necessary. 
She seems to be nervous when 
she gets home from school, so I 
have her lie down about an hour 
before lunch. But she can’t lie 
still or sit still. I have had her 
to two doctors and they can’t 
find what’s the trouble. 
I am nervous, but I overlook 
some things, p urp osely. When I’m 
nervous, I go out of the room, 
and I seldom scold or tell her not 
to do a thing unless absolutely 
necessary.

drink . Well, I don’t either. But 
my husband lik es a glass of beer 
once in a while, so he k eep s a 
coup le of bottles in the ice box, 
and drink s a bottle, maybe once 
a week (which won’t hurt him 
or anyone).

But when I visit school, 
the teacher tells me how nervous 
she is and is usually finding fault 
with her. However, when I’ve 
been at school, my girl p lays as 
well as most of the children, and 
at home she sings and seems very 
hap p y. 
She k nows every song 
and game, and can do them all at 
home. 
I have read book s on these 
things, care of children, etc., and 
have talk ed to authorities on such 
things. Can you suggest anything 
besides just p atience? All else has 
failed, so far.
